STEPMOTHER SUES: 
T0 SET ASIDE GIFT 
TO MRS. ZIEBOLD 


Mrs. C. J. Heine Alleges Threats 
Caused Her to Sign Deed 
to $60,000 Property. 


“MADE TO LEAVE CITY” 


Mrs. Ziebold Says, However, 
Woman Departed in Fear Fifth 
Marriage Was Illegal. 


Mrs. Phebe E. Heine, wife of Charles 
J. Heine of 3624 West Pine boulevard, 
a retired poultry dealer, filed suit in 
the Circuit Court Friday to set aside a 
deed by which Heine conveyed $60,000 
worth of St. Louls real estate to his 
daughter, Mrs. Mary M. Ziebold, in 
January, 1912. Heine is her fifth hus- 
band, while she is his third wife. 

Mrs. Ziebold is the widow of Charles 
F. Ziebold, an attorney, who was killed 
by a train at Waterloo, III., Feb. 9, 
1912. After Ziebold’s death Mrs. Ziebold 
was adjudged insane and taken to an 
asylum. At a hearing in the Probate 
Court, less than a month ago, Mrs. Zie- 
bold was declared sane and the right to 
manage her affairs was restored to her. 
She now lives with her father. 

Says She Signed Against Will. 

Mrs. Heine, in her petition filed by 
Attorneys Charles Fensky and Grant 
Gillespie, alleges she was induced to 
sign the deed “by threats of violence, 
intimidation, bodily harm, duress, un- 
due influence and fraud and deceit 
and against her will.” The making of 
the deed, she says, unlawfuly deprived 
her of her homestead and dower 
rights to her husband’s estate. 

After she signed the deed, she al- 
leges, she was “compelled to leave 
the city of St. Louis and threatened 
with bodily injury if she did not go 
away and remain away.” Mrs. Heine’s 
attorneys say. she is now in New 
Mexico. 

Heine is said to be about 80 years 
old. Mrs. Zeibold and Josephine Ferren- 
bach were children by his second 
marriage. According to the attorneys. 
theré™were strong family. objections 


when he took his third wife in De- 
cember, 1911. 
The property conveyed to Mrs. Ziebold 


by her father included the homestead on 


pieces of property on Franklin avenue, 
Morgan street and Gamble street. 

Property Brings $250 a Month. 

But for coercion in inducing her to 
sign the deed, Mrs. Heine says, she 
would have been entitled to one-half of 
the estate at her husband’s death. The 
deed conveys full title to Mrs. Ziebold 
upon Heine’s death, but reserves 40 
Heine a life interest in the property. 
At her sanity hearing, Mrs. Zeibold told 
of this deed and said the property had 
n rental value of about $250 a month. 

Mrs. Ziebold at her father’s home, 
Friday afternoon, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter her stepmother was not forced 
to sign the deed, but that she signed 
it in consideration of $500 in cash. 

The stepmother, she said, under ‘the 
name Phoebe Atkins, was hired by 
Heine as his housekeeper July 16, 1911. 
A few days later Ziebold, who exercised 
a sort of supervision over the Heine 
home, though he did not live there, dis- 
missed the new housekeeper, whom Mrs. 
Ziebold described as being “anywhere 
between 48 and 60 years old.” Aug. 3, 
1911, Heine rehired the housekeeper. 

“Ive Married That Old Thing.” 

Mrs. Ziebold said that when she vis- 
ited her father Dee. 28, 1911, he called 
her to him and said: Well, I've mar- 
ried that old thing downstairs.’’ 

Mrs. Ziebold hired a private detective 
to investigate her stepmother’s ante- 
cedents, she said, and the detective re- 
ported that the stepmother formerly 
lived at Flat Rock, III., and that she 
had obtained a divorce from a man 
named Doran Oct. 1, 1911, who was her 
fourth husband, two months before her 
marriage to Heine. 

When the deed in litigation was ice: 
Mrs. Ziebold said, her stepmother under- 
stood sife might be prosecuted for re- 
marrying within a year after obtaining 
an Illinois divorce. It was for this, ano

A telephone call overheard by Detective 
Peter Wells, head of the gambling 
quad, resulted in the discovery, Thurs- 
day afternoon, of a handbook headquar- 
ters at 844 Hodiamont avenue, which 

was immediately raided and closed. 

Wells was in a downtown store when 
he happened to overhear a man Xnown 
to him as a handbook operator calling 
up Cabanne 740. The man discovered 


.Wells’ presence and hung up. Wells sus- 


pected that if the telephone wire was 


followed to Cabany 740 something in- 
teresting in connection with handbook 
activities would be discovered. 

He called up the chief operator of 
the Bell Telephone Co. and asked where 
Cabany 7& was. She told him that it 
was a secret telephone, not listed, an 
she could not tell him where it was. 
Through another telephone company em- 
ploye he learned that the telephone was 
at 844 Hodiamont avenue. 

Three Detectives Visit Address. 

Wells and two members of his squad 
—Matheny and Bohn—went to that ad 
dress in an.automobile. They found the 
first floor occupied as a feed store. A 
door leading to the second floor was 
locked. They went up a back stairs 
from the rear yard and found the front 
rooms vacant. The door of a back room 
was closed. They opened it and walked 
in upon a busy scene. 

A telegraph operator was receiving the 
entries and odds for the sixth race at 
Juarez, Mexico. Another man was 
sending them out over the telephones. 
There were two Bell and two Kinloch 
telephones in the room. Both men were 
arrested. The telegraph operator pro- 
tested that he was engaged in inter- 
state commerce and said he would ap- 
peal to the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission for protection, and make a great 
deal of trouble for the detectives. 

He did not seem to think that his as- 
sistant would be arrested. Call up

The detectives did not permit anyone 
to be called up. They cut the telegraph 
wire, and took both men to headquar- 
ters.

Reversed Alphabet for Code. 

The alphabet was reversed for a code. 
A copy of the reversed alphabet and 
the correct letters for which the re- 
versed one stood was found. 

A copy of a message found in the 
room reads: Menace and all ovens here 
raising hell by wire to CH§V does no 
good. Can't get HEX for dot less and 
HLNKGV neither. Will Matthews agree 
to reduction of last dvvp.“ 

The detectives have been able to only 
partially decipher the code portions. 
Menace means Murphy. Ovens, they 
say, means other customers.” Mat- 
thews is Kearney and “dvvp” is week. 
The code names in capitals are not de- 
cipherable by the reversed alphabet 
system, except that XLNKGV spells 
Compte.

to revoke the charters of the St. Louis 
Club and the Missouri Athfetic Club. He 
alleges both clubs have “continuously 


and willfully offended against the laws 
of the State by the sale of intoxicants 
both on Sundays and other days in the 
week.“ 

At the same time his assistant, R. 
Perry Spencer, dismissed similar suits 
which had been filed in the St. Louis 
Circuit Court three ‘months ago. The 
case was taken to the Supreme Court 
upon an agreement between the Circuit, 
Attorney and ‘counsel for the clubs in 
an effort to have a final decision as 
soon as possible. 

Favors State Liquor Licenses. 

Harvey contends neither club has the 
right to sell liquor without a State U- 
cense. It is’ not his ultimate purpose, 
he says, to force a forfeiture of their 
charters, but merely to establish the rul- 
ing that the clubs must purchase State 
liquor licenses. 

Statements of-the year’s revenue and 
expenses of the clubs, filed in the case, 
show a profit on sales of ‘liquor, but 
the clubs contend this profit is wiped 
out in meeting overhead expenses of the 
institutions. 

A report by Price, Waterhouse & Co. de 
expert gecountants, now in possession of 
the Circuit Attorney, shows the sales 
and profits made in 1912 by the St. 
Louis Club, which has 00 members.

Last of 3300 Soldiers and 1000 
Women Depart on 67-Mile 
| J ourney to Marfa. 


PRESIDIO, Ter. Jan. 16.—The Inst of 
the 3300 Mexican Federal soldiers and 
1000 women refugees who sought safety 
in the United States at the capture of 
Ojinaga, left Presidio today for the 
march to Marfa, from which point they 
are to be transported by railroad to 
Fort Bliss, near El Paso. 


The ragged army was scattered for 67 
miles along the mountain road to Marfa, 
closely guarded by United States cav- 
alrymen. Gen. Salvador Mercado, until 
recently Huerta’s military chief in 
Northern Mexico, rode in an automobile 
with Gen. Francisco Castro. Other Fed- 
eral generals rode on horses. The com- 
mon soldiers and the women refugees, 
many of them carrying children in their 
arms, made the march afoot. 

A Picturesque Scene. 

Never had there been seen on the bor- 
der so picturesque a migration as when 
the tattered Mexican army was set in 
motion on the four days’ march to 
Marfa. Small detachments had been 
drifting. along the road for several days, 
but it was not until daylight today that 
the main body started.

ern Telegraph and Telephone Co. and 


‘the American Telephone and Tele- 


graph Co. showed that the contract 
was made in 1903 by officers of the 
local company, put in their position 
by the A. T. and T. Co., and was not 
authorized by the Board of Directors, 
comprised largely of St. Louis stock- 
holders. 

The 4% per cent of gross revenue is 
paid to the parent company in return 
for the use of telephone instruments 
owned and replaced when damaged by 
the parent company, and for expert en- 
gineering, accounting and legal advice. 


The California Public Service Com- 
mission, which made a thorough study 
of this contract and the benefits de- 
rived from it by the subsidiary com- 
pany, held that the service performed 
was worth not more than 2% per cent. 
In 1912 the Southwestern company 
paid the American company $94,700 as 
4% per cent of the gross revenue. from 
St Louis business. If it had paid 2% 
per cent the amount would have bsen 
$51,926, or a saving of $42,774. 


St. Louisans Sold Stock. 

Until 1911 the Southwestern company 
(then the Bell Company of Missouri), 
had many St. Louis stockholders. That 
year the St. Louis interests sold their

many of whom. do not receive more 
than a nominal salary from the South- 
western company: One high official told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that of his $15.- 
000 salary only $2100 was paid by the 
Southwestern company, the rest coming 
from other Bell companies. 

The value of the telephone instruments 
furnished by the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Co. to the Southwestern 
Co. in 1912, as fixed by the American 
company at the California hearing, was 
$2.92 each. At this price the value of 
the 659,374, instruments in service in St 
Louis in 1912 was $173,372. Experts be- 
fore the California commission declared 
these instruments had virtually unlim- 
ited life unless destroyed by accident. 


Edgar S. Bloom, second vice-president 
of the Southwestern company, in a 
written statement to the Post-Dispatch, 
contends that the equipment is only a 
small part of the value received by 
the company in return for its payments 
to the American company. Bloom enu- 
merates the different items of service 
in addition to the instruments, as fol- 
lows: 


1. The privilege of utilizing all im- 
proved apparatus, patents and develop- 
ments in the art of telephony, resulting 
from continuous advanced research and 
experimental work. The devising and 
issuing of, uniform and efficient opé:- 
ating practices and methods, developed 
by exhaustive and systematic studies 
of operating conditions and equipmen’*. 

The déveloping and issuing of stand- 
ards and the rendering of both general 
and specific, technical advice upon en- 
gineering matters, buildings, construc- 
tion methods, cable, equipment and ap- 
paratus, high tension interference prob- 
lems, maintenance methods and costs. 

Expert Advice Supplied.“ 


2 The providing of adequate funds 
for new capital and other expenditures, 
and expert advice upon questions re- 
lating to financial matters. 


8: The regular dissemination of infor- 
mation and intelligence upon all rates 
taxation and franchise matters, upon 
commission and court decisions and di- 
rect counsel and advice upon thege- and 
Other legal problems pertinent to “the 
business. 


4. The furnishing of complete and ef- 
ficient accounting methods and sys- 
tems, with interpretations and advice 
upon all up-to-date developments in 
accounting work. The dissemination 01 
adequate statistical information b. 
which significant comparisons of condi- 
tions and results obtained in various 
sections of the country are possible 
The conducting of annual and specia: 
audits. 

5. The rendering of expert advice and 
assistance in connection with general 
territorial development, and the con- 
ducting of fundamental development 
studies in St. Louis. The collection 
and study of information regarding or- 


ment, experience, methods, standards 
and problems from all Bell companies, 
and the furnishing of this valuable 
information to the Southwestern Tele 
graph and Telephone Co., all of which 
leads to more efficient management and 
an improved universal service. 


The services given by the Americar 
company in addition to furnishing the 
telephone instruments were inquired 
into in 1911 by the expert electrical 
engineering firm of Westinghouse, 
Church, Kerr & Co. The result of that 
investigation is given in a report made 
by John F. Shepley, vice-president’ of 
the St. Louis Union Trust Co., and a 
minority stockholder of the Bell com- 
pany of Missouri in 1911. Shepley, in 
his report to the stockholders, said 
concerning the engineers finding: 
“The engineering and other similar 
assistance was declared to be more 
theoretical than real and the charge 
4% per cent of gross revenue) 
amounted only te rentals on inetru- 
ment sets.“ 
Return of 55 Per Cent. 

As a rental on 59,374 telephones in 
use in St. Louis in 1912, the payment 
of $94,700 would amount to $1.59% an in- 
strument, valued at 32.92 each. The 
valuation of these instruments being 
fixed at $173,372, the American com- 
pany received in 1912 a return of 55 
per cent on the value of its equipment 
in the service of its subsidiary. 

Bloom, however, estimates the South- 
western company received $57,000 of 
value from the use of the instruments 
owned by the parent compahy, and 
$80,000 of value in other services de- 
tailed by him. Thus, he contends, that 
on a payment of $102,089, of which $%,- 
7 was apportioned to the St. Louis 
earnings, and the rest to the earnings 
o? outside lines of the Southwestern 
company, it received a return value of 
$137,000. 

He reaches these conclusions by. an 
accounting system which figures that 
the instruments, if. purchased by the 
Southwestern company, would have re- 
quired an additional investment of $220,- 
400, on which, he says, the annual 
charges, including repairs, depreciation, 
taxes, insurance, interest on the in- 
vestment, etc., would have amounted to 
$67,000, and that the other services per- 
formed by the A. T. and T. Co., in 
1912, would have cost the Southwestern 
company, if performed by it, $80,000 

If Bloom's statement that $57,000 value 
in instruments was received, and $80,000 
in services, is accepted, and the pay- 
ment of $102,089 accepted as a basis, 
with $220,000 as the investment which 
would have been required by the South- 
western company to obtain. ownership 
of the instruments, it may be figured 
that fifty-seven one hundred and thirty- 
sevenths of the $102,089 was paid as 
rental for the instruments. This would 
be approximately 30 per cent on $220,000.

Such being the case, neither party to 
‘any contract between the two corpora- 
tions legally independent and actually 
not, may be allowed to take advantage 
of such relationship to secure any earn- 
ing, whether through rates or other- 
Wise, that would not be permitted if 
such relationship did not exist. 

“It is urged by the defendant that in 
addition to what is actually done for it 
by the American Telephone and Tele- 
graph Co., there are certain things 
which might be done which are of 
value. 

“YT believe under the circumstances 
here found to exist that the amount al- 
lowed to be charged as an expense 
against the Pacific Telephone Co. for 
services performed, whether under con- 
tract or otherwise, in favor of the 
American Telephone and Telegraph Co.. 
should be limited strictly to what is 
actually done and the lowest reasonable 
amount for such service permitted, 

“Every presumption, except the bares: 
legal presumption, should be entertained 
against the fairness of such a contract. 
The stockholders of the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Co., and of 
the Pacific Telephone Co., being the 
same, it is to the interest of sach 
stockholders to divert as much money 
as pessible into funds that may be 
used as @ividends in excess of the 
amount which may de lawfully 
earned. 

“Because of this situation and the 
very natural human and corporate ten- 
dency to prefer one’s own advantage. 
I believe it is the duty of this commis- 
sion, as I have already said, to limit 
the amount which shall be charged 
for the service rendered by the Ameri- 
can Telephone and Telegraph Co. to 
the lowest fair value of the service 
actually rendered. 

“Fair Amount for Services.” 

‘For the exchange here in question 
there was paid $10,121.89 to the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Co. during the 
yedr last past, this being 4% per cent 
of the gross revenue. From the invss- 
tigations made by the auditor of the 
commission and submitted in evidence 
the only service rendered during the 
year for the exchange in question was 
the use of section exchange instruments 
number 1468, which are valued by tho 
company themselves at $2.92 each, which 
should represent a total valuation of 
$21,806.56. The American Telephone and 
Telegraph Co. contends for a. rental of 
24 per cent, which includes depreciation, 
upkeep and interest. This would allow 
the company $6233.57, assuming 24 per 
cent not to be excessive, which I, am 
not prepared to admit, which would 
mean a reduction of $4888.32 on a 2% per 
cent basis of earning, and, I believe, if 
anything, exoeeds the maximum charge 
which the company should be allowed 
to impose upon its patrons in San Jose. 
In passing from this branch of the in- 
quiry I cannot refrain from saying that, 
while my inclination is always to im- 
pute proper motives to persons and cor- 
porations, still this inter-corporate re- 
lationship with the attendant possibili- 
ties for fraud has never appealed to me 


“I have taken % per cent, instead 
of 4% per cent, as the proper amount 
to be charged fer the services ren- 
dered by the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Co.” 

The service performed by the parent 
company in return for the 4% per cent 


nas deen considered by nearly every 


telephone engineer employed in rate fix- 
ing cases. Prof. Edward W. Bemis, 
expert telephone engineer, who inves- 
tigated rate conditions in Chicago for 
the Chicago City Council, declared in 
his testimony that not more than 50 
cents a year should be allowed for 
each instrument. The Wisconsin Pub- 
lic Service Commission found that not 
more than 51 cents should be al- 
lowed. The charge to the St. Louis 
company is 81.89. 
Attacked in Receivership Suit. 

It was brought out in evidence in a 
suit of minority stockholders, who are 
seeking a receivership for the Central 
Union Telephone Co., the subsidiary of 
the American company in Illinois, In- 
diana and Ohio, that the 4% per cent 
contract makes no provision for any 
other service than the furnishing of tel 
phone instruments and that there is 
nothing in the contract which calls for 
the special engineering, accounting and 
legal services said to be given. The 
attorney for the minority stockholders 
set out in their briefs that it is a well 
grounded principle of law that services 
outside of a written contract shall be 
regarded only as gratuitious services, 
and that it is an equally well grounded 
principle of law that a corporation can- 
not give away its assets and services. 

These attorneys contend the extra 
services for which the A. T. & T. Co. 
collected: 44% per cent of gross revenus 
were not given for the benfit of the 
subsidiary, but were for the interest and 
henefit of the American company as the 
controlling power of the Bell system, 
which, they allege, absorbs more than 
9 per cent of the net income collected 
from the users of Sell telephones in 
this country and Canada. 

The attorneys pointed out in their 
briefs that, notwithstanding the 4% per 
cent was alleged to be payment for 
engineering, legal and accounting serv- 
ices, the Bell subsidiaries maintained 
engineering, accounting and legal de- 
partments at great expense, and said 
that the question of defense of patent 
rights was beside the issue. The pat- 
ents are owned by the American com- 
pany, and, with, the exception of the 
telephone instruments, are sold to the 
subsidiaries. The attorneys said that, 
as the American company owned the 
patents, it naturally would defend them, 
and that expense so incurred would not 
be considered a proper charge to the 
subsidiary company.

There has been 231 informal com- 
plaints, of which 173 were adjusted by 
correspondence, leaving 59 unsettle, 
there has been 127 hearings or sessions 
of the commission at Jefferson City and 
ga before one or more commissioners in 
the outside at the source of complaints 
against utility corporations. 

The report points out that the com- 
mission has adjusted informally several 
hundred complaints of overcharges and 
discrimination affecting railroads. 

Touching grade crossings, the report 
gays: Crossing elimination has been 
delayed in many instances in the past 
by the failure of the cities and railroad 
companies to agree upon a general plan 
for the elimination and upon the ap- 
portionment of cost. The apportion- 
ment of cost is the great question in 
grade-crossing elimination work. 

The Public Service Commission now 

has exclusive power to determine and 
prescribe the terms on which the sepa- 
ration shall be made and the proportion 
in which the expense of alteration or 
abolition shall be divided between the 
railroad or street railroad corporations 
affected or between such corporations 
and the State, county, municipality or 
other public authority in interest. 
“As a result of investigations by the 
commission’s engineering staff the rail- 
roads have agreed to protect 2 cross- 
ings at St. Joseph, 27 crossings in St. 
Louis and 12 crossings scattered 
throughout the State. 
“The elimination of the many hun- 
dreds of dangerous grade crossings 
throughout the State will take time and 
much expense to the railroads. The 
commission is going forward with the 
work in a systematic manner, studying 
the most dangerous crossings as the 
work .progresses. The commission has 
not yet been called #pon to apportion 
the expenses and just what rule of 
proportion will be adopted by the com- 
mission remains yet to be determined. 
Great care, the report says, is exer- 
clseed by the commission in ascertain- 
ing whether corporations which apply 
for authority to issue stocks or bonds 
are entitled to do so. Upon this point 
the commission said: ‘While the com- 
mission has endeavored carefully to 
| supervise the issuance of all stocks and 
bonds, yet it has endeavored, and will 
| continue to endeavor to make its rul- 
ings and decisions such as to encourage 
the honest investment of capital in this 
State and the promotion of all legiti- 
mate enterprises: for the good of the 
public.“

This section 
provides that three days’ notice be giv- 
en, and that on conviction of the of- 
fender he may be fined $% to $500. 
Baird holds the ground owner is Hable 
in these proceedings, whether or not

Baird thinks one section of the city 
ordinance might be construed to give 
the Building Commissioner power to 
condemn illegal billboards, remove them 
and collect the cost of this work from 
the owners. | 

McKelvey, however, still undecided 
about his authority to raze the boards.

McKelvey therefore obtained an opin- 
jon from City Counselor Baird, Thurs- 
day. 

Men Compiling a List. 
McKelvey repeated what he has said 
several times, that he was continuing 
his preliminary preparations to raze 
the billboards if he finds he has power 
to do so. Five men in his office, who 
are compiling a list of billboards in St. 
Louis, also are looking up the records 
in the assessor's offices te see who owns 
each billboard and who owns the prop- 
erty upon which the billboards stand. 
Twenty-five inspectors, he said, are 
canvassing the city, making note of the

President Wilson has viewed the Mexican ques- 
tion from a new and inspiring standpoint. He has 
not made the protection of the material interests 
of foreigners and the suppression of disorder the 
sole objects of this Government, but has sought 
to promote the interests of the Mexican people by 
héiping them to a permanent settlement of their 
differences on the basis of a firmly establisned 
constitutional Government. He has recognized 
the right of Mexicans to fight for their rights and 
to solve their own political and economic prob- 
lems. He has branded dictatorships, founded upon 
selfish interests and supported by greedy foreign 
concessionaires, as no longer tolerable and as be- 
yond the pale of American sympathy and recog- 
nition. 

In defining his policy the President has laid 
down principles and standards which have won 
the admiration of all men of light and leading 
and which will profoundly influence the foreign 
policies, not alone of America, but of all civilized 
nations. He has put the United States in the fore- 
front of the movement for the establishing of 
righteousness in international dealings. 

If Mr. Gillett cannot understand and appreciate 
this new standpoint and these high principles in 
our Mexican policy, the fault is in him, not in 
the President or Mr. Bryan. The charge of par- 
tisanship lies against Mr. Gillett. 

Nor is there reason to believe that the situa- 
tion is worse than it would have been had the ad- 
ministration used the strong arm in Mexico. Cer- 
tainly war would have been precipitated, with tre- 
mendous losses to this country and all foreign in- 
terests.

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FOR A GRAFTLESS CAPITOL. 

The last phase of the new capitol scandal to be 
made public by the Post-Dispatch subordinates 
the part played by Secretary of State Roach and 
State Treasurer Deal, whose names have been 
mentioned as co-operating with State Auditor 
Gordon, and renders more conspicuous the part 
played by Assistant Attorney-General W. M. 
Fitch. 

In fact, Mr. Gordon makes a statement in which 
he practically assumes responsibility for the visits 
which, accompanied by the other two State 
officers, he made in an effort to dictate the 
agency from which the contractor’s bond should 
be obtained. It was friends of Mr. Gordon, and 
not of the other two, for whom the $12,000 in- 
demnity fees were successfully solicited. 

It appears that Mr. Gordon showed impatience 
when Lowest Bidder William Dall declined to 
yield to official pressure in the matter of select- 
ing a bonding agency. Among the sharp retorts 
of the interview, the State Auditor is charged 
with making this one: Well, you haven't got the 
contract yet.“ 

And Mr. Dall didn’t have it. He hasn't got 
if up to this time. Three days after the Gordon- 
Dall interview, Mr. Fitch, assistant to Attorney- 
General Barker, rendered an opinion to the effect 
that the Building Commission could not consider 
the Dall bid. It was informal, he said, because 
it submitted no definite figures on “alternate” 
propositions. a 1 

No written request had been made for this snap 
opinion. It ignored the specific language in which 
the Building Commission had reserved the right 
to waive any informalities and to reject any and 
all bids. | 


Neither did the Fuller Construction Co. who} 


also had refused to obtain a bond from Mr. Gor- 
don’s friends, get thé contract: John Gill & Sons 
were given the contract, who consented to dis- 
tribute the $12,000 agency fee as Mr. Gordon in- 
sisted it should be distributed. 

The proportions of the scandal are in no way 
diminished by the State Auditor’s explanations. 
What's the difference, if I did solicit the bond 
for those men?“ he asks defiantly. In Mr. Gor- 
don’s automobile transaction there was this dif- 
ference: That the State got no benefit from con- 
cessions by which Mr. Gordon profited personally. 
The business of providing Missouri with the new 
Statehouse for which it has borrowed $3,000,000 
must not be conducted on the same principle. 

Explanations are due from Mr. Fitch and Mr. 
Barker on the peculiar logic on which the former’s 
extraordinary opinion was based.

The citizen who insisted on planting trees of 
forbidden species in St. Louis streets and was 
fined $130 for doing it, would seem to have for- 
gotten that the streets are public, not private 
property. :

A OOTTON-GOODS SUGGESTION. 
The suggestion of a Post-Dispatch correspond- 
ent, “Put an export tax on a bale of cotton; this 
is sure to come,” is of course, impractical. 

Export taxes of all kinds being prohibited by 
the Constitution, it is pretty sure not to come, 
for there is no evidence that the people would 
consent to a change. The object of the suggestion 
is, of course, to handicap foreign and stimulate 
domestic cotton manufacture by keeping the raw 
material in this country. 

The point that more cotton goods ought to be 
made in the country from which the world obtains 
its chief supply of raw material is, however, sound 
enough. Of all manufacturing centers, St. Louis, 
cne of the world's greatest distribution points in 
the cotton fabric trade, is the center to which it 
is most pertinent. 

That cotton in bales should be shipped 
thousands of miles to foreign industrial cities and 
then shipped back in the form of manufactured 
cotton is absurd. But it is also absurd that cot- 
ton raised a few. miles from St. Louis should be 
shipped to remote foreign and domestic factories 
and then shipped back as a fabric to be supplied 
from St. Louis to consumers throughout the South 
and Southwest. 

The Greater St. Louis will be brought within 
close view as soon as we lay effective plans for 
making in St. Louis a greater proportion of the 
goods distributed from here. Commanding already
